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Rare Warbler Wins Bird- Tank Showdown 


GRAYLING, Mich. (APW) _ 


The mighty, rumbling tanks of 
the Michigan National Guard 
are stepping aside for an en- 
dangered bird which has taken 
over maneuvering grounds once 
'the undisputed territory of the 
mechanized cannons. 


The 
guard's 
temporary 


withdrawal at Camp Grayling is 
in compliance with a Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
request that tank manuevers be 
halted until the nesting season 
is over about Aug. 15. Tank 
manuevers normally commence 
July 15. Guard and DNR of- 
ficials were to meet today to 


work out other details of the 
compromise, designed to ensure 
the Kirtiand's Warbler will be 
able to raise its young in rela- 
tive peace. 


There have been some pro- 


tests, however, from Grayling 
businessmen who say the city's 
tourist industry could suffer if 


guardsmen and their families 
from Indiana and Ohio go el- 
sewhere. The tank range is 
about eight miles long and a 
mite wide and the warbler has 
taken over the area's center. 
That leaves the tanks a small, 
almost unuseable, donut-shaped 
range.

heck of a thing. The question is 
whether the extension until Aug. 
15 is necessary," said Brig. 
Gen. Floyd Radike, the state 
guard chief of staff.

Experts 
say there are only 334 of the 
rare, protected warblers exist- 
ing, a drop from 1,000 in 1961. 
some 44 pairs have nested in a 
five square mile area in the 
range. 


The nesting area is one of the 


few areas in northern Michigan 
suitable for tank training. 
Tanks and birds alike favor the 
large, flat, sparsely forested 
range.

Grayling. Regional Chamber of 
Commerce executive manager, 
said about 25 per cent of the 
28,000 guardsmen who come to 
Grayling each summer bring 
wives and one to three children 
along for the two-week stay. 
That means business. 


"When it comes to 44 pairs of 


birds vs. 28,000 men and the 
economy of Grayling, Gaylord, 
Kalkaska, Houghton Lake, Ros- 
common, Mio, Oscoda and even 
Traverse City, it's ridiculous," 
Longworth said.

Financing Difficult 


In Some Areas

Dial-a-Ride transit programs 


are gaining popularity with 
passengers across the country, 
but officials in some areas say 
they can't afford to keep the 
door-to-door services rolling. 


"The people using Dial-a-Ride 


appreciate it, think it's a great 
idea and hope it will be con- 
tinued," said Sam Jacobs, 
director of the Minneapolis, 
Minn., program which started 
Feb. 3 with $190,000 in federal 
and local subsidies for nine 
months of operation. 


The problem is money. The 


program is going to cost 
3198,000 and is expected to bring 
in only $15,000 in revenues. The 
fare for adults is 35 cents, the 
same as the regular city bus 
fare. 


"Considering 
the 
cost- 


revenue figures," said Jacobs, 
"I don't foresee that Dial-a- 
Ride, as it now exists, .will be 
continued at the end of the nine 
months." 


A San Jose, Calif., Dial-a-Ride 


program, billed as the nation's 
bigges^ was discontinued just, 
over three months ago because 
it was too successful and too 
expensive.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission is investigating the 25 
largest defense contractors for 
possible improper payments at 
home and abroad. 


SEC Chairman Ray Garrett 


Jr. has ordered the SEC's 
division of corporation finance 
to assign a "sufficient number" 


of staff members to the inves- 
tigation to assure its swift 
completion. 


The probe was requested by 


Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., 
chairman of the Senate Banking 
Committee, who said the pos- 
sibility exists that bribes, 
improper campaign contribu- 
tions and other "irregular" 
payments have increased the 
cost to UK United States of buy- 


ing major weapons systems. 


Proxmirc asked the SEC to 


make a detailed review of 
records filed by the defense 
contractors and their sub- 
sidiaries to learn if there have 
been any "unusual payments" 
or whether any "slush funds" 
were created for such purposes 
in the last five years..

There are no statistics on 


exactly how many Dial-a-Ride 
programs operate around the 
country- The U.S. Department 
of Transportation, in a report 
last August, said that as of May 
1, 1974, there were 48 "Demand 
-Responsive Transportation Ser- 
vices" in the United States. 
Eleven Dial-a-Ride projects 
were planned, the department 
said. An Associated Press spot 
check turned up several other 
programs. 


The aim of Dial-a-Ride is 


tw>-fold: First, to save fuel by 
convincing people who normally 
would drive that they can switch 
to public transit without incon- 
venience. Second, to provide 
transportation for people who 
don't have a car and don't want 
to take a taxi. ' 


Those programs that do exist 


vary from area to area: Some 
provide transit only for the el- 
derly or the handicapped; others 
are available to the general ' 
public. Some operate in a limit- 
ed part of the city involved; 
others cover the whole area. 
Some deliver a rider right to his 
destination; others drop people 
off at central terminals. Some 
are free; others have faues 
ranging from 10 cents to more 
than $1. 


All the Dial-a-Ride projects 


operate in basically the same 
way: the person who wants to go 
to a particular place calls a 
central number and a multipas- 
senger vehicle like, a minibus 
picks up the caller and drops 
him off at his destination. All of 
the programs are subsidized. 
Like many regular mass transit 
programs, the Dial-a-Ride ser- 
vices are unable to pay the bills 
with the money from the fare 
box.

Nov. 24,1974, and was killed off

Two principles are involved in the 


disclosure that the average member of 
Congress is costing the taxpayer — you

nearly $69,000 in free mailing 


One is that 
the cumulative $37 million spent on the 
franking privilege is a whale of a lot of 
money. 


The other is that when a represen- 


tative or senator finds it so easy to 
spend public funds on his own behalf 
psychologically it may be more dif- 
ficult for him to hold down spending in 
other areas. The free mailing privilege 
is one of the more abused privileges in 
Washington. 


Its purpose is legitimate enough — 


to provide lawmakers with the means 
of responding to constituent mail 
making inquiries of other government 
agencies -and the like. But it has 
mushroomed into, in some cases,- 
mailed 
canvasses 
of 
an 
entire 


congressional district and widely 
mailed newsletters containing per- 
sonal promotion, especially at election 
time. 


Some members of Congress are 


careful of their use of the privilege 
but the average expenditure indicates 
many are not.

WASHINGTON - Those poli- 


ticians who ask, "Aside from 
honesty what has President 
Ford got", should reflect that 
today a good many Americans 
will settle for honesty — if they 
can get it, knowing this is a very 
difficult commodity to come by 
in elected officials. 


President 
Ford 
admires 


Harry Truman, the feisty, salty 
successor 
to 
Franklin 


Roosevelt. He talks, thinks and 
operates more like Dwight 
Eisenhower. 


Those who balk at the com- 


parison because of Mr. Ford's 
quick action in the Mayaguez 
affair forget Mr. Eisenhower's 
rapid precautionary troop land- 
ings in Lebanon and his sending 
of military units to Little Rock 
in an early school integration 
crisis. 


Anyone. 
however, 
who 


demands a clear Ford doctrine, 
either at home or abroad, had 
better not hold his breath. Mr. 
Ford's trademark in Congress 
and in the White .House has not 
been bold innovation. This is not 
likely to change. 


Mr. Ford's style does not 


. demand that he have "Ford" 
programs or "Ford" men in all 
crucial slots. He has made few 
changes in the cabinet and, 
relatively speaking, few up and 
down the line in the depart- 
ments and agencies. 


Rather, Mr. Ford's style is to 


take the men at hand with the 
ideas at hand and attempt, by 
touching all bases, to determine 
the best available course, or the 
least objectionable. He's com- 
fortable dealing with men of 
varied — and opposing—types. 


This usually crowds out in- 


novation. 
The sharp divisions 


and the each-man-for-himself 
attitude prevalent In Congress 
has afforded Mr. Ford a power 
and 
an 
opportunity 
for 


leadership no mathematical 
analysis could haw predicted. 
Thus far, however, the divided 
Congress has not given him 
more than a trifling serving of 
the programs he wants. At the 
same time, this Congress has 
had neither the leadership nor 


cohesion (o force on him much 
that he does not want. 


All this suits President Ford's 


nature. Those who believe in 
strong government action in a 
recession or inflation curse him 
as a weak president. Those who 
believe that in a semi-free en- 
terprise economy the play of 
natural forces does a better job 
in correcting recessions and 
inflation if not hampered by too 
much government interference, 
praise him. 


In its own style, the huge 


Washington bureaucracy 
is 


tailored to Mr. Ford's way of 
operating. The federal service is 
now so unwieldy it has become 
the bane of every president at- 
tempting major change. It has 
resisted interference and con- 
trol by such experts as 
Presidents Kennedy, Johnson 
and Nixon. But this same 
bureaucratic inertia has been a 
boon, to Mr. Ford. For the or- 
ganization continues placidly on 
its way without falling apart 
even with no sharp directing 
hand at the helm. 


The characteristics noted 


above, however, should lead no 
one to underestimate this 
placid, decent, 
determined 


man. When his mind is made 
up, be is most difficult to shunt 
aside. 


He will keep raising oil tariffs 


until his goal is met, or until" 
Congress 
comes 
up with 


something, that meshes with his 
plans. He will, inch-by-inch, 
deregulate petro'-urri prices at 
bore until and unless Congress 
comes up with a counter 
program which suits him — 
approximately.

Rights, and Collective Bargain- 
ing Agencies that duplicate 
similar state and Federal or- 
ganizations. 


As everyone, including pros- 


pective welfare clients, 
is 


aware. New York City's benefits 
are among the highest in the 
nation — no, the world — and, 
naturally, the city is a mecca for 
welfare recipients who, of 
course, vote their interests by 
supporting liberal Democrats. 


At present, one out of every 


eight city residents is on wel- 
fare, which consumes 29 per 
cent of the budget. "If New 
York were to pay for welfare 
and social services at the same 
rate as Los Angeles," observed 
Business Week recently, "the 
bill would come to $12! million 
instead of the actual $2 Billion 
annually."

Vail Rubber Works, Inc., is seeking lax relief for a $250,000 ad- 


dition, scheduled to start soon at the Vail plant, 521 Langley 
avenue, St. Joseph. 


The St. Joseph city commission yesterday recognized receipt of 


the firm's request, but took no further action. The commission 
agenda called for the scheduling of a public hearing on the matter. 


Nn further action was taken after City Atty. A.G. (Pete) Preston, 


Jr., said he wanted time to meet with the Vail Rubber attorney to 
review all aspects of action required by the commission and firm. 


The request is to establish Vail as an industrial district under 


the Michigan plant rehabilitation and industrial development dis- 
tricts act of 1974. Firms qualifying have to pay only 50 per cent of 


the total property tax on the new addition for 12 years. Approval of 
the municipality is required under the act. 


The Vail request was from its president, Joseph Hanlcy, who 


also is a member of the St. Joseph city commission. 


It was reported that similar tax relief request is expected to be 


filed by Ireland and Lester, St. Joseph. None has been filed yet. 


Details of the 120 by 60-foot Vail addition for shipping, receiving 


and production were reported in this newspaper June 5. The firm 
makes rubber covered rolls for steel and paper mills, meat 
packing houses and the aluminum industry. The amount of money 
Vail would save in tax relief wasn't reported. It was reported June 
5 that the addition will not increase employment at Vail. 


The tax relief program is an incentive for business and industry 


to renovate existing plants and expand. In Benton township, the 
program has been approved for Modar, Clark Equipment Co and 
Consumers Asphalt and Concrete Co. 


The commission in other business approved a tentative 


guideline for spending federal revenue sharing money expected to 
total §148,081 for fiscal 1973-76. 


The breakdown: Public safety, $10,000; public transportation, 


$28,000; environmental protection, $67,000; recreation, S2.000; and 
multipurpose and general government (miscellaneous) $41,081. 
City Manager G.W. (Jerry) Heppler told the commission it could 
rearrange money spent in these catagories. 


One commissioner. Warren Cast, favored this as he spoke out 


against the subsidized Dial-A-Ride program. The city commission 
next Monday is to decide whether to fund Dial-A-Ride. If so, the 
money would be from the revenue sharing public transportation 
catagory.

Kansas and was sentenced 
there to one to 10 for a 
burglary. Paroled last Sep- 
tember, he got in trouble 
again in Kansas and is back 
in the news charged with 
parole violation. 


Much of his notoriety 


stems from the fact the 
Michigan Supreme court 
riding on his case, led to the 
freeing of about 150 people 
from Michigan mental ins- 
titutions. At least three 
murders and three rapes 
have been blamed on some

SOUTH HAVEN - Mobile Meals of South 


Haven, a volunteer service which provides 
hot. nutritious meals to the elderly con- 
valescing or disabled person, has received a 
matching grant from the State to subsidize 
the cost .of tneals served. 


Mobile Meals \ras organized in 1973 and in 


the first year served 1,133 meals in the homes 
of recipients. The program is run by volun- 
teers and has been supported by gifts from 
individuals, organizations and companies. 


The $6,000 matching grant will make it 


possible for recipients to receive meals at SI 
each according to co-chairmen Mrs. Tom 
Fleming and Mrs. Dennis DeVinncy. The 
meals arc prepared by South Haven Com- 
munity hospital and currently cost $1 70 
each. 


The local organization needs to raise $2,000 


to satisfy stipulations of the grant which has 
ban awarded by the Michigan Department 


Money contributed by 
local persons will go toward operating the 
program such as advertising, telephone, 
mailing, printing and mileage for the drivers 
wt» deliver meals. 


The meals are served five days a week, 


.Monday through Friday, but the program 
can be designed to suit each recipient's par- 
ticular needs.

House Votes 'Fresh Air5 


For State's Non-Smokers 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Fresh air for non-smokers when 
they shop for food would be 
guaranteed under legislation 
approved Monday night. 


The measureis the first of 


several to protect the rights of 
non-smokers and was approved 
85-12 by the House. The bill, on 
its way to the Senate, would 
prohibit smoking at all'retail 
food stores across the state, 
from supermarkets down to 
corner groceries. 


( Shoppers have a right to buy 
their food in an atmosphere free 
of smoke, said the bill's spon- 
sor, non-smoker state Rep. John 
Markes, D-Westland. _ 


The Associated Food Dealers 


and other food store groups 
supported the legislation, but 
tobacco distributors opposed it, 
saying protecting the rights of 
non-smokers would hurt their 
business. 


Another bill would set up no 


smoking areas in restaurants. 


In other legislative action, on 


a vote of 32-3, the Senate 
approved a bill to lengthen 
driver's license renewal time to 
four years. 


The measure will save the 


state about $1 million annually 
because secretary of state of- 
fices would have to service 
400,000 fewer renewals each 
year. 


The legislation, which goes to

the House, would raise renewal 
fees. A regular driver's license 
would go from $4.50 to $6. 


The Senate also approved, 


29-4, a bill changing the dis- 
tribution formula for horse rac- 
ing revenue to give the state's 
two thoroughbred racing tracks 
an extra $4 million a year.

Race Course and Hazel Park 
Race Track, which legislators 
said have fallen on difficult 
financial times.

Deadline 
Set For 
Detroit 
Bus Plan 


DETROIT (AP) ^- A decision 


on a busing plan to integrate 
Detroit schools should be made^ 
, by the end of July, U.S. District 
Court Judge Robert E. DeMas- 
do said Monday. 


DeMascio's promise, plus a 


statement from state officials 
that they would submit their 


.plan for purchasing 150 buses 
for use in the desegregation 
plan, pushed Detroit busing a 
big step closer to reality. 


Busing was ordered 
last 


summer by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. The case had been in the 
courts sice 1971. The plan to buy 
the buses is to be presented 
today to the U.S. 6th Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Cincinnati. 


DeMascio's statement came 


on the final day of testimony in 
an eight-week long hearing on 
the desegregation plan. Attor- 
neys for the Detroit Board of 
Education, the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People and the state 
will make closing arguments 
before DeMascio June 26. 


Desegregation plans have 


come from the NAACP and the 
school board. DeMascio, aided 
by three integration "experts," 
is expected to work out a plan of 
his own using the two suggested 


• 
strategies as a base. 


The judge said he will try to 


"get an opinion out within three 
or four weeks" after the closing 
arguments. 


In Lansing, deputy Michigan 


attorney general Stanley Stein- 
born -said the state's proposal 
for purchasing the buses will be 
in written form and probably 
will not be delivered until late 
afternoon. Submission of the 
plan was ordered last week by 
the appeals court, wtich upheld 
an earlier order from DeMascio. 


The court can reject, accept 


or modify the slate proposal, 
Steinborn said. 


Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley has 


indicated the plan will not in- 
volve just the state. The federal 
appeals court, he said, asked for 
a plan consistent with state fis- 
cal policy and not harmful to 
Detroit school children but did 
not order the state alone to pay 
for the buses. The 150 buses 
would cost an estimated $2.4 
million.

Communist party ran fewer 
than 600,000 votes behind the 
Christian Democrats in nation- 
wide local elections, increasing 
pressure today for its admission 
to the national government for 
the first time since 1947. 


"Italians showed they know 


that (lie Communist party is the 
real bastion of freedom," the 
jubilant party secretary, Enrico 
Berlinguer, declared as cheer- 
ing young supporters packed 
the street in front of the party 
headquarters 
in 
downtown 


Rome. 


"The Communist party is in- 


dispensable for the salvation 
and rebirth of the nation," 
Berlinguer asserted. 


The elections Monday were 


for 15 of the nation's 20 regional 
legislatures, advisory councils 
in 86 of the 94 provinces and 
municipal councils in 6,300 of 
the 8,000 cities and towns. But 
the campaign-was fought on na- 
tional issues, and the outcome 
was certain to produce demands 
for 
the 
dissolution 
of 


Parliament and national elec- 
tions. 


For the time being, however, 


the Communists did hot call for 
the resignation of Christian 
Democratic Premier Aldo Moro 
and his minority cabinet.

Supreme Court Approves

to constitutional protection. 


Abortion was then illegal in 


Virginia but legal in New Yoi k. 


The court said the adver- 


tisement was of potential value 
not only to women -seeking 
abortions,

to

interested in the state of the law 
on the subject or those seeking 
to change the law in Virginia. 


The court has traditionally 


held that purely commercial 
advertising is outside the 
guarantee" of press freedom in 
the First Amendment.

prescription drugs.

Marrow Transplant 
A First In Michigan 


DETROIT (AP) — A rare 


transplant, using bone marrow 
from a 4-month-oId girl's 
brother, should allow Amanda 
Sheets of Crystal to live a rela1 
lively healthy life, doctors 
report. 


Amanda was born without the 


ability to produce antibodies, 
needed to fight diseases. The 
baby has been ill since she was 
five days old. 


Dr. Flossie Cohen of Detroit's 


Children's Hospital said Mon- 
day the infant was doing well 
three weeks after being injected 
her with bone marrow from her 
21-month-oM brother, Jeremy. 


Antibodies come from cells 


produced in the marrow. 


This was the first successful 


bone marrow transplant in 
Michigan, although about a 
dozen such operations have been 
performed elsewhere, the doc- 
tor said. 
i 


The most publicized case of 


the disease,, known as severe 
combined immunodeficiency, is 
a 4-year-old Texas boy who has 
been-kept alive since birth in a 
bubble which provides a totally 


germ-free environment. 


Dr. Cohen diagnosed Aman- 


da's 
disease 
and 
found 


Jeremy's cells were alike 
enough to be used in the 
transplant. Cells too different 
from Amanda's would have 
killed her, the doctor said. 


The marrow was taken from 


Jeremy's legs and injected into 
Amanda's bloodstream, 


Dr. Cohen said Monday recent 


tests showed traces of male an- 
tibodies in Amanda's body, 
proof that Jeremy's marrow is 
adopting his sister's body as its 
permanent home. 


Mrs. Sheets, 24, has had 


Amanda at home for only a 
week since her 
birth in 


February'- "I don't even know 
what color her eyes are," she 
said, "I think they're hazel. I 
keep asking the nurses.". 


Dr. Cohen said the infant 


must stay in the hospital for 
further observation and may 
even 
need 
additional 


transplants. "But the operation 
appears to be successful now, 
within reason," she said.

Too Many In Hiring Act 


LANSING, Mich. (AP).— A legislator says almost everybody in 


the Michigan bureaucracy is hiring state employes when the task 
should be confined to the Civil Service Department. State Rep. 
Paul Rosenbaum. D-Battle Creek, said Monday there are more 
people working on personnel operations outside the department 
than within it In 1974-75, the agency got $5.6 million, while $6.1 
million was spent on personnel operations in other state agencies, 
Rosenbaum said. Rosenbaum has introduced a resolution to halt 
the growth of personnel activities outside civil service. The 
resolution 'reflects sentiment of the legislature but does not in it- 
self change anything.

LANSING. Mich. (AP) — The state Civil Service Commission 


has urged Gov. William Milliken to veto a bill which permits 
public employes to participate in political .activities. Commission 
Chairman Ruth Robertsnn/in 'a letter to the governor, said the 
legislature, which has passed the bill, "is without lawful authority 
to regulate political activity of state classified employes." Com- 
mission rules prohibit state civil service employes from engaging 
in certain political activities such as becoming a party convention 
delegate or running for elect ire office.

Inheritance Is 'Dead Bill' 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A bill to increase the state inheritance 


tax will not pass the state legislature, says the chairman of the 
Senate Taxation Committee. "That's a dead bill. We're not going 
to move on it," said Sen. John Bowman, D-Roseviile. His com- 
mittee has had the bill before it since it'passed the House. The bill 
would increase inheritance taxes by up to $20 million a year by 
including insurance benefits and property held jointly by a man 
and wife. There has been considerable protest against the bill, and 
last week Gov. William Milliken announced his opposition to it. He 
said Michigan should not be raising taxes, especially those af- 
fecting senior citizens.

A San Miguel County, N.M., Dis- 
trict Court jury on Monday ordered the payments be made to the 
estate of a Las Vegas, N.M., man killed in a 1971 one-car accident 
and another person injured in the crash. The suits, filed by David 
Gonzales and the estate of Alex Lucero. alleged the defendants 
installed faulty motor mounts on a 1969 Chevrolet Impala and that 
the owner, Gonzales, hadn't been told of this. A motor mount 
broke, the action said, causing the accident.

PENSACOLA, Fla. (AP) - Officers at the Pensacola Naval Air 


Station have beefed up security after 18 jet trainers were inten- 
tionally damaged. Wires and fuel and hydraulic lines on 12 T2C

Ratification of two-year contracts for top administrators, 


approved last night, with last year's salaries in parenthesis are as 
follows: 


William Galbreath, assistant superintendent, $23,500 (122,600); 


Edward Reilly, high school principal, $22,500 ($21.000); John 
Woods, junior high principal, $20,900 ($20,400); Miss Gloria Van- 
derbeck, curriculum director, $20,100 ($19,300); Dennis Kniola, 
assistant high school principal and.athletic director, $19.900 
(119,200); Leslie Collins,. Stevensville elementary principal, 
$17,300 ($17,000); Charles Reed, Roosevelt elementary principal, 
$17,300 ($17,000); Robert Porter, Stewart elementary principal, 
$17,000 ($16,600); Richard Peterson, Hollywood elementary prin- 
cipal, $16,600 ($16,200); and William Hild, junior high assistant 
principal, $15,700 ($15,000). 


At the board's April meeting, Supt. Frederick Schmidt was 


given a new two-year contract calling for a first year (1975-76) 
salary of $28,254, compared to last year's salary cf $25,000. 


The key administrators contracts also call for board payment of 


five per cent of the administrators new salaries into the Michigan 
public schools employes retirement fund. 


Schmidt said the individual administrator salary hikes alone

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Football Coaches Feel Betrayed By President Ford 


WASHINGTON (AP) - When President Ford, a former 


Michigan center, approved neve federal regulations prohibit- 
ing sex discrimination in the nation's schools and colleges, 


* including discrimination in sports, a lot of football coaches 
shook their heads in amazement. 


"Our members are terribly- disappointed and surprised," 


said Tom Hansen, assistant director of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association. "They can't believe that a football-play- 
ing President would do that to us, that he wouldn't be aware of 
all the dangers in Title IX, that he'd sign it." 


"It's 
very probably going to destroy men's sports 


programs," Hansen said. "The members are kind of stunned 
and they're asking, 'Is it really true?"' 


It was true. And the new regulations will further complicate 


the operation of men's sports programs which already are 
severely strapped financially because of inflation. That's why 
the NCAA tried, unsuccessfully, lo have revenue-producing 
sports such as football and basketball exempted from the 
regulations. 


Darrell Royal, head football coach at the University of Texas 


and president of the American Football Coaches Association, 
leads a contingent of his colleagues before a House education 
subcommittee today to protest the Ford administration 
regulations implementing Title IX of the 1972 Omnibus 
Education Act. 


Another witness, Kathy Kelly, president of the National 


Student Association, oldest and largest of the student govern- 
ment organizations in the United States, argues that it is 
imperative that the guidelines be approved. 


"White Congress recognized the enormity of the problem of 


sex discrimination in higher education and the urgency of 
implementing broad reforms by voting Title IX into existence, 
the law has served as little more than a paper tiger in the 
absence of regulations over the past two years," she said prior 
to testifying. 


"The NSA views these regulations as a positive step toward 


assuring equal educational rights lor women and men, and we 
urge congressional approval," she said. 


Rep. James G. O'Hara, D-Mich., is chairman of the House 


post-secondary education subcommittee, which is holding six 
days, of hearings on the regulations to see if they are consistent 
wHh'the law passed by Congress. 


The far-reaching rules, approved by Ford May 27 and made 


public by the Department of Health, Education and Welfare on 
June 3. will take'effect July 21 unless rejected by Congress 
before then. 


The sweeping rules require equal treatment for males and 


females in gym classes, vocational training, financial aid, 
faculty hiring and many other activities, especially athletics. 


After the regulations were made public, spokesman for 


men's sports groups predicted that they would revolutionize 
athletics in the nation's 18,700 colleges, high school and grade 
school systems across the country.

"I am adjustable," the 7- 


foot-3 Abdul-Jabbar said Mon- 
day after signing a five-year 
contract with the Lakers. "I can 
play the game plan ho matter 
what it is." 


To the surprise of few,' Ab- 


dul-Jabbar has become a Laker. 
He and Walt Wesley were traded 
by the Milwaukee Bucks to Los 


Angeles for Elmore Smith, 
Brian Winters and the Lakers' 
two first-round draft picks, 
David Meyers of UCLA and 
Junior Bridgeman of Louisville.

Thompson, the two most covet- 
ed players in collegiate basket- 
ball liuring the 1974-75 season, 
they would leave the Atlanta 
Hawks of the National Basket- 
ball Association awfully em- 
barrassed. 


Both Webster and Thompson 


were drafted by the financially 
ailing Hawks on the first round 
of the recent NBA draft. 


In fact, the Nuggets could 


even add further embarrass- 
ment to the Hawks by signing 
6-8 high school star Bill 
Willoughby of Dwight Morrow 
High School in Englewood, N.J. 
Both clubs picked Willoughby 
on the second round of their 
respective drafts. 


There has been a report that 


Webster already has reached 
agreement with- the Nuggets, 
but he denied it Monday shortly 
after the ABA draft, which was 
conducted by a conference call 
at league headquarters in New 
York.

majority of the club's stock. The

U.S. Cancels Russian Meet 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 


16-year tradition of an annual 
United States-Russian track 
meet has been broken. 


"This is a sad development," 


Ollan Cassell, executive direc- 
tor of the Amateur Athletic 
Union said Monday in announc- 
ing "with great regret" that the

scheduled for Kiev, Russia July 
4-5 had been canceled. 


"Numerous contract viola- 


tions by the USSR All-Sports 
Committee 'left us with no al- 
ternative," he said. Among 
them was the denial of U.S. 
television rights to the meet. 


NEW YORK (AP) - Football 


fans may not be aware of it this 
season, but as far as a Califor- 
nia bankruptcy court is con- 
cerned, there are two Worjd 
Football Leagues. 


One is a pale phantom from 


1974 trying to balance an es- 
timated $20 million in debts 
against $10,000 in assets, and 
the other is a new, 1975 version 
struggling to get off the ground 
with the added hope it can last 
the 12 years it has agreed to 
help settle the old WFL's ac- 
counts. 


In other words, the new 


league will play, so the old one 
can pay. 


According to papers filed 


recently with a California 
bankruptcy court, the old WFL, 
which is legally severed from 
the WFL which will play a 
schedule this summer and fall, 
owes $6.3 million in 1974 
salaries to more than - 500 
players. It also says it owes 
5559,763 to over 50 coaches, 
$117,071 to over 40 game of- 
ficials and has claims of $1.6 
million from trade creditors 
such as airlines, equipment 
companies and hotels. 


Those debts total $8.9 million 


and do not include an estimated 
$7 million committed by the 
league in 1974 for future player 
salaries. Also not included are 
debts owed by individual teams, 
many now defunct. 


The 1975 version of the WFL 


has proposed that its teams 
contribute between one-half and 
1% per cent of their revenues 
over the next 12 years to satisfy 


the debts compiled by the 
league in 1974. 


However, Richard Conn, an 


attorney for the new- WFL's 
Birmingham team, said Mon- 
day that even if the latest in- 
carnation of the WFL survives 
for 12 years, he doubted that it 
would earn enough to fully 
repay the debts unless a.major 
television contract was signed. 


Colin also said that the old 


WFL has no legal obligation, 
even under its bankruptcy peti- 
tion, to pay its arrears and felt it 
is likely that many of its past- 
due bills will never be paid. 


Under the bankruptcy plan, 


the new league is accepting 
liability in bankruptcy court for 
player salaries and for debts 
run up by either the old league 
or one of the teams it operated 
during the 1974 season. -

northern pike arc being blamed on high concentrations of PCB 
poison. 


New plastic hatching jars and new plumbing at the Wolf Lake 


Hatchery in Van Buren county were first considered among 
culprits, but continuing investigations, are pointing the accusing 
finger more and more at PCBs. 


The dieoffs started last year and have continued this spring. But 


because of last year's problem, the fish are being carefully moni- 
tored this year. 


It could be two or three months before laboratory work is 


completed, but the accumulated data is expected to call PCBs the 
major reason for the dieoffs. 


Preliminary testing on the Kalamazoo River, Lake Macatawa 


(Itolland) and the Muskegon River shows the Kalamazoo River 
pike with PCB levels running at 14 parts per million. The Lake 
Macatawa fish stand at 5.23 and the Muskegon pike at 4.3. 


Water resources officials say the Kalamazoo has had PCB 


problems for several years, but the major industrial dischargers 
of PCBs were ordered to stop releasing the poison into waterways. 


Current dieoffs from PCBs could be the result of new or 


previously undetected industrial sources. There's also a pos- 
sibility the current problems are resulting from previous 
discharges which hare remained alive in river sediments. 


Finding the source of the current PCB problem is also part of 


the continuing investigations. 


To meet this year's needs for artificial pike marshes across the 


state, the DNR took about 18 million eggs from non-poisoned pike 
in Bay de Noe and other Upper Peninsula waters. 


A DNR staff report, presented to the Natural Resources Com- 


mission last week, calls current levels of the industrial chemical 
alarming. 


It says efforts to rid the environment of PCBs (polychlorinated 


biphcnyl) have been largely ineffective because the levels of the 
chemical have increased in some fish. 


The report further states that the chemical has been detected in 


snowfall in Wisconsin and that proper disposal techniques are not 
being used. 


Although levels of DDT and mercury in Great Lakes fish are 


rapidly declining, the DNR notes that PCBs have been found in 
increasing concentrations. 


PCB is a group of compounds used in many industrial processes 


as E hydraulic fluid, heat transfer fluid, insulation in electrical 
transformers and other forms. The sole U.S. producer is Mansanto 
Chemical Co. 


Legislature Approves 


Put-And-Take Fee 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) 


— The state legislature 
has 
authorized 
the 


Department of Natural 
Resources to charge a $10 
fee to hunters taking part 
in the "put and take" 
pheasant program. 


The state Senate, on a 


25-7 vote, completed ac- 
tion last week on the bill 
permitting the fee. The 
state 
released 
62,000 


pheasants in special areas 
last year and opened them 
to hunting for several 
months beginning in Sep- 
tember. 


Objections to the hunt- 


ing of the domestically 
raised pheasants forced 
months of delay on the 
measure. 


Several senators who 


protested the program 
was not sporting lost their 


bid to end the two-year-old 
program. 


They had won approval 


of an amendment to drop 
the program at the end of 
1976. But when the bill 
went to conference com- 
mittee, the amendment 
was eliminated. 


Opposition 
to 
the 


program was headed by 
Sens. Robert VanderLaan, 
R-Kentwood, and Daniel 
Cooper, D-Oak Park. They 
argued the birds were too 
tame, sometimes didn't 
fly, offered no challenge to 
hunters 
and 
couldn't 


adapt to their new en- 
vironment. 


DNR 
officials 
ack- 


nowledged the birds don't 
act like wild pheasants, 
but said the program was 
still being developed and 
hunters were enthusiastic 
about it.

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Oral Roberts Builds Empire With Faith 


TULSA, Okla. (AP) - "I had rather preach the gospel and pray 


for the healing of people than eat when I'm hungry." 


That is how the Rev. Oral Roberts, evangelist, university 


founder and head of one of the largest religious business interests 
in this area, summarizes his philosophy. 


The 57-year-old minister founded Oral Roberts University in 


Tulsa in the 1960s ami began producing prime time television 
programs which have reached audiences of more than 50 million 
persons. 


The cornerstone of his ministry is the importance of faith in 


healing affliction of the body and soul. 


"I hate the term faith healer." he says, because it indicates the 


minister heals. "I believe God alone heals, whether it is through 
medicine, prayer, exercise or climate." 


In his earlier years as an evangelist, the Rev. Mr. Roberts often 


preached in a tent that seated more than 10,000 persons. His 
services were highly emotional, with the Rev. Mr. Roberts plac- 
ing hands on the supplicants and praying for them to be healed. 


Today his style is smoother, his affiliation changed from Pen- 


tecostal to Methodist. Although he still makes maiiy personal 
appearances around the country, he concentrates on four prime- 
time television shows a year and weekly Sunday morning 


telecasts. He spends S7 million a year for television lime. 


The man who is now a successful author, television personality, 


educator, developer, publisher, civic leader and businessman ran 


• away from home at the age of 15 and almost died of tuberculosis 
at 17. 


Later, deciding to enter the the ministry, he dropped out of 


Phillips University at Enid. Okla., just a few college hours away 
from graduation and a degree. 


The Rev. Mr. Roberts' father was a minister in Ada. Okla., with 


a small income. "We didn't live at the end of the .world, but you 
could see it from where we lived," the Rev. Mr. Roberts said. 


As a boy, the Rev. Mr. Roberts-had a stuttering problem that 


generally kept him quiet in class, although he was an "A" 
student. At 15, he ran away from home to live with a former 
basketball coach at nearby Atoka, Okla. He said he thought a 
change of surroundings would "change the conditions under 
which I could achieve. 


"I made the basketball team at Atoka and, although 1 still 


_stuttered, I w-as president of my class, mostly because I was a 
stranger," he said. 


During a basketball game he collapsed, hemorrhaging from the 


lungs, and was bedridden for five months. 


Mis ambition to succeed continued, but Us physical problems 


remained. "I needed to be healed," he said. "I believed I couW be 
healed 1 believed I could be cured." 


Suddenly, he said, it happened. He describes his healing «s an 


"explosion inside my lung." A short time later Us stuttering 
ended and the bleeding stopped. 


After years of trying to decide whether to preach or becODe a 


lawyer, he went to Oklahoma Baptist University and Phillips- 
University until, at the age of 29, he left college to begin his 
ministry. 


The university he founded stresses no smoking «r drinking and 


neat dress for students and faculty. The school has a program of 
required physical exercise. There is a mandatory religious 
program, although only eight hours of classwork in religion are 
required for graduation. 


Oral Roberts has grown rapidly in both students and resources. 


Medical, dental and law schools are scheduled to open in the next 
few years. "OKU is in top financial condition, with an AAA 
rating," its founder says. "We have over $100 million in the 
university and owe less than $15 million." 


The Rev. Mr. Roberts said he gets an annual salary of $29.000.

Alewives Are Returning 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) — That smelly annual visitor, the 


alewife, is coming back to Lake Michigan beaches but experts 
predict only "moderate problems" with the pest. The alewife 
threat "is somewhat heavier than in recent years. But we don't 
expect anything like 1967," said Edward Brown, a biologist with 
the Great Lakes Fishery Laboratory. Billions of the tiny fish died 
and washed ashore in 1967, causing resort losses which the West 
Michigan Tourist Association says topped Sp5 million. Chicago 
officials estimated they cleared one billion dead fish from their 
beaches that year. This year, only 10 truckloads of the fish have 
been removed from Chicago beaches. The only other area report- 
ing a problem this year is Musfcegon, which had an even smaller 
dieoff. "It's going to be about like 1970 or 1971 or a little heavier," 
Brown predicted. In those years, scattered communities 
experienced heavy but brief dieoffs and beaches were cleared 
quickly.

A. When you ask about the 


risk in any bond there isn't 
much point in going beyond the 
ratings since they are set by 
experts who have years of 
experience in evaluating risk. 


All I can contribute is that 


there has been DO default in an 
AAA bond for perhaps half a 
century. Further, I hold to the 
opinion that when you cannot 
judge value for yourself you 
stick to the highest quality as 
designated by the experts. 


There are nine ratings for 


bonds to addition to three more, 
covering bonds already in 
default. 


It may be a simplistic 


approach, but the only thing I 
know "for sure" is that if the 
rating experts put an "AA" 
designation on a bond, they 
thtak it is not as "safe" as an 
"AAA" rating. And if the rating 
is "BBB" they obviously think 
less of that bond than they do of 
an "A" bond. 


The fact that a bond sells at 


discount docs not indicate tower 
quality than a bond selling at 
par. It may mean only that the 
bond, even though of AAA 
quality, was issued years ago 
when 4 per cent, for example, 
was the going rate for top credit 
loans and that the bond now 
sells at a discount because top 
rated bonds yield around 9 per 
cert. 


The "yield to maturity" is 


much more an indication of 
quality. If it is 9 or 10 per cent, 
yoi may safely assume that the 
experts think much more of the 
bond than another which yields 
18 per cent to maturity. 


Don't venture into the bond 


market without consulting rat- 
ings.

WASHINGTON (AP) -

hasn't yet shown up in the out- 
put of the nation's industry. 


The Federal Reserve Board 


reported Monday that its indus- 
trial production index was down 
three-tenths of 1 per cent in 
May, the eighth monthly decline 
in a row. 


The drop in output — which 


matched April's decline — 
meant that the nation's mines, 
factories and utilities were 
producing 13 per cent less in 
May than during the peak 
production last September. 


A major factor in the May 


production slide was a 10 per 
cent drop in steel output. 
Production of consumer goods 
increased, with auto assemblies 
advancing 5 per cent. The index 
stood at 109.2 per cent of the 
1967 average of 100.

PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) - 


Gulf Oil Corp. has begun 
preliminary talks with Rockwell 
International Corp. on a number 
of possible joint ventures, 
including a merger that would 
create the nation's fifth-largest 
corporation. 


In a brief joint announcement 


Monday, the two Pittsburgh- 
based firms said they are con- 
sidering "combined efforts in 
high technology areas, the 
acquisition of Rockwell assets 
by Gulf, affiliation through the 
purchase of Rockwell securities 
by Gulf and merger of the two 
companies." 


Gulf, with 1974 revenues of 


$18.2 billion, is the country's 
fifth-largest oil company and 
seventh-largest corporation. 
- Rockwell, 
a 
diversified 


manufacturer of aircraft, au- 
tomotive and electronic com- 
ponents and appliances, had 
sales totalling $4.4 billion in the 
last fiscal year. It was 35th on 
the Fortune 500 list of major 
corporations. 


If Gulf and Rockwell merged, 


the resulting company would 
move into fifth place on the 
Fortune list, behind Texaco and 
ahead of Mobil Oil. 


In announcing the merger 


possibility moments after the 
New York Stock Exchange 
closed Monday, the companies 
said discussions are in a very 
preliminary 
stage. 
They 


declined to discuss particulars. 


A Gulf spokesman said the 


announcement was being made 
at an early stage of discussions 
between the firms because of 
possible legal ramifications. 


"The Security and Exchange 


Commission 
and 
Stock 


Exchange are concerned when 
companies begin negotiations," 
he said. "Our stock was most 
active today: We didn't want 
any implication that we haven't 
been totally open. 


"I guess you can say we aired 


on the side of caution." 


Gulf stock, the most active 


issue Monday on the NYSE with 
285,900 shares traded, closed up 
% at 22%. Rockwell closed at 
23%, up %. 


Along with other major oil 


companies, Gulf has been 
interested in diversifying in 
view'of the takeover of overseas 
oil properties by producing na- 
tions in the Middle East and 
other areas. 


In the past year, Mobil has 


acquired a major interest in 
Marcor, Inc., the parent firm of 
Montgomery-Ward, while Stan- 
dard Oil of California bought 20 
per cent of Amax, Inc., a metals 
producer. 


In addition to their separate 


interests, both Gulf and Rock- 
well arc involved in nuclear 
energy, and Rockwell manufac- 
tures oil field equipment. 


One source said the merger 


talks were initiated by Rock- 
well, which expanded rapidly 
through mergers in the late 
1960s and early 1970s.

Writing Police Stories Tough

NEW YORK (AP) — Ex-Sgt. 


Joe Wambaugh, meet Capt. Art 
Deutcsh of the 70th Precinct in 
Brooklyn. He's your newest 
competitor in the Police Who 
Write About Police Dcpt., 
Television Division. 


True, he's still a wiling 


rookie, despite his rank. He has 
just one TV credit — a mounted 
police story used on NBC's 
"\JcCloud" this season. 


By contrast, Wambaugh, a 


former member of Los Angeles' 
finest, has written several suc- 
cessful police novels and creat- 
ed NBC's "Police Story" series. 


But Deutcsh plans to keep at 


his off-duty writing in hopes of 
making another TV sale. He's 
even gotten an agent, Lucy 
Kroil. whom he says is trying to 
sell his "Stable 11" series idea 
to Hollywood. 


He says that idea, like the 


story he sold Glen A. Larson, 
executive 
producer 
of 


•'.MeCloud." draws from his 
experiences in 1973 as com- 
manding officer of New York 
City's horse-borne police unit. 


Deutcsh, 42, a decorated 


veteran of 19 years'on the force 
here, most of them as a detec- 
tive, said he's written some 
short fiction stories based on his 
experiences as a cop. But none 
ever got published. 


lie said be decided to try his 


luck with TV after watching 
"McCloud" one Sunday: "I 
guess I've probably got more 
nerve than brains, but 1 called 
up Universal Studios and asked 
to speak to Larson." 


Larson, who'd been looking 


for new plots for the show, says 
Dnitcsh mailed him a story idea 
with notes on how the year 
might go. Mike Gleason, a 
professional writer, composed 
the actual shooting script. 


Deutcsh's life as a cop has 


been more active than most, 
even if the deadly situations 
he's 
faced probably would 


amount to no more a three- 
minute vignette on "S.W.A.T." 


He estimates he's been shot at 


by suspects and fired back on 
eight different occasions. But 
he's only been wounded once. 
The slug tore off the big toe of 
his left foot. He says be can walk 
normally, despite UK injury. 


Deutcsh said the risk of gun- 


fire is higher in specialized 
police work, such as the mid- 
town Manhattan detective squad 
and the burglary unit he headed 
earlier in his career. 


But he fully agrees with Joe 


Wambaugh's 
well-publicized 


charges .that many TV police 
shows jack up the gunfire and 
violence content for the sole 
purpose of jacking up the rat- 
ings. 


"I don't know the man, but 


his premise is 100 per cent 


right."

for 29 years and never pull their 
guns. Want he's saying is true. 


"If you want to portray some 


of the people on specialized as 
signments, then you could go off 
on a tangent. But to portrav 
*fsote departments as living by 
the gun, it's not so."

Robert, also is a New York cop, 
a detective, was asked which of 
all the TV police shows is his 
favorite. 


'"Columbo,"' the good cap 


tain immedialery replied. "He's 
my guy and that's my show. He 
does it tongue in cheek and I 
think he's what police television 
ought to be."
